Proxy Fight Ends

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Principal Threat To Project

The 10 variances and two special 
permit requests for a 33 unit devel- 
opment next to the Andover Public 
Golf Course are unusual by their 
sheer quantity. But, those aren’t the 
numbers that stand firmly in the 
way of landowner Harry Axelrod’s 
housing project. 

Representatives of the owner of 
Andover’s only public golf course 
will try to convince the Zoning 
Board of Appeals tomorrow night at 
7:30 p.m. in the school committee 
room that 33 units doesn’t overtax 11 
acres of land and 50 yards is far 
enough from environmentally sensi- 
tive wetlands. 

“These are the two major stum- 
bling blocks,’ said Steve Colyer, 
Andover town planner, “He (Axel- 
rod) must get past these before he 
can think about the other vari- 
ances.” If the two major variances 
are granted, ‘the rest would be 
moot,” he said. 

For at least three years, Axelrod 
has been proposing several plans for 
luxury townhouses that would rival 
the quality of the plush Hunter 
Ridge complex in Andover. From 44 
units, the project has been scaled 
down to the current level, but Colyer 
pointed out that unless the wetlands 
encroachment issue is settled, the 
number of units planned is irrele- 
vant. 


Axelrod, who formerly owned the 
Sheraton Rolling Green hotel located 
next to the golf course, could be 
granted a variance from state wet- 
lands protections if he proves the 
laws place undue hardships on the 
project. 

But, Colyer feels that no hardship 
shown by Axelrod and his consultant 
firm, John Crowe Associates, so far, 
would be enough grant a variance. 

Last year, the town granted a 
hardship variance to John Garabedi- 
an, who developed the Cloverfield 
Estates near Route 93 and Chandler 
Road. 

The Garabedian request, said Co- 
lyer, was simply for a small road- 
way to be built over a_ water 
headway to allow access to the sub- 
division. 

Crowe officials have pointed to 
that variance as a precedent, but Co- 
lyer said likening the two situations 
is similar to ‘comparing a grain of 
sand with a beach.” 

John Crowe, head of Crowe Asso- 
ciates, said the main hardship is 
also a problem of access. Entry to 
the proposed development would 
have to cross wetlands area, he said. 

There is more flexibility with den- 
sity, however, Crowe, at the first 
public presentation of the project at 
last week’s planning board meeting, 
expressed reluctance to shave the

project’s profit margin further by 
cutting the number, or size of the 
condominiums. 

In return for approving the vari- 
ances, Axelrod has offered the town 
95 acres of wetlands and unveiled 
plans to construct a drainage runoff 
in the area to alleviate flooding 


problems. 

Axelrod hopes the ZBA agrees that 
public benefit over the land gift and 
drainage system will balance the va- 
riance requests. 

However, Colyer questioned what 
townspeople would get out of water-

Mozart’s Quartet in B flat Major, K. 458, 
which dates from 1784, is one of the six 
string quartets dedicated to Joseph Haydn. 
The name Hunt Quartet refers to the open- 
ing arpeggio theme which suggests a horn 
call and does not really suit the character 
of the Quartet in B flat, K. 458 which was 
the first of the Viennese quartets to be en- 
tered in Mozart’s thematic catalogue of his 
works where it is dated November 9, 1784. 
The hunting motif of the first movement 
was quite cutomary at that time and sug- 
gests Haydn. 

The first movement of Brahms’ Quartet 
in B flat Major, Op. 67 has the fanfarelike 
character of the hunting themes Haydn and 
Mozart loved so well. A merry chase en- 
sues between the main theme and a num- 
ber of minor sub-themes. The second 
movement maintains a similar mood of the 
first. A mood of veiled mystery prevails in 
the third movement and the last movement 
is full of surprises. This work reprsents the 
happy synthesis of the classical form, ro- 
mantic fantasy and the warm geniality of 
Brahms at his best.

The School Committee refined a ques- 
tionnaire that will be sent to parents of all 
children 11 years old and younger to gath- 
er opinions regarding the proposed Col- 
laborative School. 

After. discussing the content of the sur- 
vey and making some changes, the com- 
mittee approved the survey by a four-to- 
one vote. Committee member Susan 
Poore passed on this vote. 

An introduction to the survey is being 
formulated and will be presented at the 
next School Committee meeting for ap- 
proval.

If there is strong support, the School 
Committee should continue to support the 
project and bring it to Town Meeting for a 
vote, said committee member Michael 
Frishman. 

But, he said, ‘“‘to continue to drive forth 
with this (project) without support from 
the community is useless.” 

The School Committee isn’t setting 
forth specific guidelines to interpret the 
results.

Gillette Directors Stay 


The Coniston Group’s attempt to win four positions on the 
board of directors at Gillette has failed, according to prelimi- 
nary results of the proxy battle. Gillette directors will remain on 
the board. 

The results are preliminary, according to Richard Gauthier, 
spokesman for Gillette, who said the directors received 52 per- 
cent of the stockholder’s votes, compared to the Coniston 
Group’s 48 percent. 


C.T. Corp., an independent inspector of elections, was hired by 
Set contenders to count votes and certify the election, Gauthier 
said. 

“We'd (Gillette) like to consider it (preliminary results) con- 
eer said. But the votes won’t officially be certified until 
next week. 


Gauthier said the feeling at Gillette is ‘“‘one of gratification 
that many of the stockholders support management’s position 
about how this company is being run and the way they return 
value to the stockholders.” 

At this point, there are no plans for any major factory shut- 
downs or changes in course, according to Gauthier. ‘““There were 
no and are not any plans for drastic cuts at the Andover plant,” 
he said.

The direction Gillette takes is contingent on Coniston’s actions, 
said Gauthier. ‘‘There’s many routes that could happen,” he 
said.

Mary Jane Powell, the newly-elected Andover

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Parking Problems 


The continued prohibition to provide some relief to the 
owners of the former Andover Lanes bowling alley 
property would seem to be a threat to any possible 
devlopment there. 

Owenrs of the property have been refused permission to 
develop the property by the zoning board of appeals and 
the planning board because there is insufficient parking 
spaces available as stipulated by a 1985 town meeting 
approved bylaw. 

The owners, G. Bradely Richards and Benjamin Osgood, 
have plans to convert the bowling alley property into retail 
shops with some provisions for offices. There are only 12 
parking spots available as the property now stands. Under 
provisions of the 1985 bylaw, 85 spaces would be needed to 
accommodate the development as planned. 

Counsel for the developers, Reginald Marden, informed 
the planners last week that his clients had spent several 
months searching for parking in the area and found it to be 
non-existant as far as purchase and development is 
concerned. 

Russ Moran, chairman of the planning board, said that 
the purpose of the bylaw was to force developers to provide 
adequate parking facilities rather than relying on the town 

- for such relief. 

Such an attitude seems somewhat utopian in nature. 

The town could bend a little and allow the developers to 
use the municipal parking lot across the street as some 
sort of relief to the problem. After all a similar situation 


exists in a nearby shopping area. 

Marden is also right when he states that a retail store on 
Main street was converted to a bank without any 
consideration of new parking bylaw provisions. 

There are other examples, assuredly, of escaping the full 
brunt of the bylaw provisions if one were to examine the 
downtown business area closely enough. 

It does not seem that 85 spaces would be necessary for 
the type of retail shop development planned for the Park 
street area. While more than 12 may be necessary, frankly, 
finding 85 spots to meet the bylaw would probably result in 
all-day parkers flocking to the open spaces unless the 
owners were burdened with the further expense of policing 
the area. 

It would seem that the town would better be served by 
‘insuring that any conversion of the building be 
aesthetically acceptable to the business area, rather than 
worrying about making the developers produce a 
monumental parking lot. 

Failing to provide some sort of relief to the property 
owners would certainly appear to a be threat to the 
appearance and economic health of the downtown area. 

Uanble to meet the stipulated parking requirements, the 
property could lie idle and, ultimately, become an eyesore, 
if not permitted to be developed. 

Frankly, there should be some sort of compromise the 
town could reach with the property owners to avoid such a 
possibility.

Keep An 
Open Mind 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I am writing in response to your April 
28, 1988, editorial regarding the proposal 
of Harry Axelrod to swap some land for 
conservation in order to allow construc- 
tion of a 33-unit condominium complex 
next to the Sheraton Rolling Green on 
Lowell Street. 

You are correct in assuming that all of 
the neighbors most affected by this propo- 
sal are opposed. 

Mr. Axelrod will be seeking ten vari- 
ances from the town before he can pro- 
ceed. Our main concern is the 
conservation of the wetlands and how de- 
velopment may affect our water table. 

The current wetlands appears to be a 
direct result of IRS, Route 495 and Shera- 
ton Rolling Green Hotel construction and 
further development and overuse of this 
property could seriously jeopardize all 
surrounding properties if this changes the 
water able in any way. Neither the devel- 
oper nor the town will offer any guar- 
antees or assurances that we won’t have 
water problems. 

The Dean Circle area residences have 
had some water problems recently and 
the proposed project intends to direct the 
existing flow of water in addition to what 
increase flow the new condos would cre- 
ate in this direction. 

It was necessary for me to replace my 
entire septic system and leaching field 
last fall. There was available a less ex- 
pensive option of installing leaching pits, 
which the Board of Health discouraged. 
Primarily because of the high water table 
in this area, we were told leaching pits 
wouldn’t work and, in fact, overflow 
waste from our system would contami- 
nate the water supply. What do we know 
about the septic systems already in- 
stalled and the consequences of raising 
the water table even further? We don’t 
fully understand yet all the threats and

contract for 14 vehicles at $2,158 per day 
totaling $388,433 for fiscal year ’89. 

This is five more than the original con- 
signment of nine buses. 

They will service St. Augustine’s

e Laidlaw Transit will not be serving 
Andover.
